Pilate or Christ? 


“I thirst.” 

Those were the words spoken in agony by a man, 
one of three, who hung nailed to a cross on one of the 
hills of Jerusalem almost 2,000 years ago. 

When He had said the two words, the Roman soldiers 
heard, and one of them dipped a sponge into a jar of vine- 
gar and, putting it on a reed, thrust it up and against 
the open, parched lips of the dying man. 

When He had tasted the vinegar, His head dropped 
and they heard Him say, “It is finished.” 

This was on a Friday—the day we now call Good 
Friday. On the third day, He was to rise from the dead, 
offering immortality to all who would follow Him and 
His words. 

Today, as millions about the world bow their heads 
and hearts in prayer; and as they lift their voices in 
songs of praise and thanksgiving, the old cry goes up 
from the lips of millions over the world: 

“I thirst ... 1 hunger.” 

There are many in our Congress, there are many in 
other governments of the world, there are many leaders 
and average individuals who today are placing a sponge 
of vinegar on reeds of callous indifference, or of hatred, 
and offering it to those who thirst and hunger. 

The cries of the hungry come but feebly to our 
ears... they are far away. 

The faces of the starving, the bloated bellies of dying 
children, will be shown us in news reels or photographs, 
but they will be but Chinese or Poles or some Europeans 
whom we don’t really know. 

There will be many who will, like Pilate, wash their 
hands of it, saying, “There is nothing I can do.” 

There will be the hypocrisy of the Pilate attitude if 
we offer the reed with the sponge of vinegar ... “don’t 
take any of our food... don’t ration us again... let 
us not go back to those horrid points...” All of these 
are the reeds that carry the sponge of bitter hunger and 
want. 

Let all men and women examine their hearts and 
souls today, remembering Pilate who wanted no suffer- 
ing or trouble for himself, and sent Christ to the cross.

ARTICLE | 


SECTION |. There shall be four execu- 
tive officers of the League, President, 
Vice President, Treasurer and Secretary, 
who shall be elected for terms of one 
year by an Executive Council. 

SECTION ti. The President shall pre- 
side over all meetings of the League un- 
jess he shail assign his duties to some 
other member of the Executive Council, 
and shall have the authority to deal with 
envy conditions affecting the League for 
which there is no provision herein. 


ARTICLE II 


SECTION |. There shal! be an Execu- 
tve Council which shall formulate policy 
anc conduct all business necessary in the 
pursuit of the interests of the League, 
which shall consist of not more than 3 
pereoms nor less than 21, and e@a quorum 
of which shall consist of two-thirds of 
the existing membership of the Council. 

SECTION !!. Any action of the Execu- 
tve Council, with the exception of those 
instances for which there is a provision 
herein. shall require a simple majority 
vote of a quorum. 

SECTION Ili. The Council shall elect 
its own members from the general mem- 
bership of the League. 

SECTION !V. Any member of the 
Council who shall prove himself dis- 
interested in the welfare of the League 
shall be relieved of his position by a two- 
thirds vote of a quorum of the Council, 
but the negligent member shall be fore- 
warned of his impending expulsion. 

SECTION V. The Council, by a two- 
thirds vote of a quorum, shall tentatively 
select candidates for state offices in the 
campaign preceding the 1946 general elec- 
tions. and those candidates shall receive 
the support of the League if they shall 
be approved by a simple majority of 
votes cast by the gencral membership 
ef the League 

ARTICLE til. 


SECTION |. There shall be three per- 
manent committees to be known as the 
Program. Finance and Secretaria) Com- 
rm ittes The chairmen of these commit- 
tees shall be. respectively, the Vice Presi- 
dent. Treasurer and the Secretary, and 
they shall each appoint two members of 
the League to their committees. 

SECTION Iti. The Program Committee 
shall arrange ail! programs and rallies 
conducted by the Leagve. 

SECTION til. The Finance Committee 
shall raise. handle and disburse all funds 
necessery for the operation of the League. 
All checks drawn on the funds of the 
Treasury shall be countersigned by the 
President or the Vice President. and no 
donations shall be accepted from any 
candidates or prospective candidates. 

SECTION !V. The Secretarial Commit- 
tee shall keep minutes of all meetings and 
public activities. and handle publicity 
anc clerical work of the League.

Allies Irked 
As Americans 
Fatten Japs 


WASHINGTON, April 20—(4)— 
The Far Eastern Commission next 
week may ask the United States 
to reconsider its decision to ship 
more than half a million tons of 
food to Japan by the end of June. 

Such a request appeared prob- 
able as members of the commis- 
sion’s economic and financial af- 
fairs committee met for the second 
straight day to discuss the Ameri- 
can food shipments to Japan 
which have caused resentment in 
some hard-pressed Allied coun- 
tries. . 

The committee will meet again 
Monday and is expected to draw 
up a report on the matter which 
probably will be acted on by the 
full commission at its regular 
Thursday meeting. 

The United States contends that 
the food shipments are strictly a 
problem for this government and 
the British-American combined 
food board. 

Some of the countries repre- 
sented on the 1l-nation policy mak- 
ing commission feel that the ship- 
ping of food to the former enemy 
country is a proper concern of the 
commission action, especially in 
the light of the widespread food 
shortages in Allied nations, 

China, India, New Zealand and 
the Philippines have expressed 
concern over the American food 
shipments to Japan. At Friday’s 
committee meeting, R. R. Saksena 
of India, and Dr. S. C. Wang, o 
China, outlined at some length the 
desperate food situations faced by 
their respective countries, for pos- 
sible comparisons with the Japa- 
nese outlook.

New Savannah Political Group Organizes, 


15,000 Strong, To Oppose One-Firm Rule’ 


Constitution State News Service. 

SAVANNAH, April 20 — Fol- 
lowing by a few days the expul- 
sion of the Cracker Party in Rich- 
mond County’s primary, a new 
political force claiming control of 
15,000 votes has appeared in 
Savannah, seat of Georgia’s other 
strong machine-controlled politics. 

The new organization promises 
to affect sweeping changes among 
county, and perhaps city, office 
holders and legislative representa- 
tion. 

Calling themselves The Chat- 
ham-Savannah Club and boasting 
a membership of 4,000 qualified 
voting males (including 1,700 Ne- 
groes and 2,300 whites), the Club 
claims support of 10,000 potential 
Negro votes and support of union 
labor in Savannah. 

Strictly a “Cracker” organiza- 
tion, the Club’s avowed purpose is 
to achieve what it terms “fair 
treatment” for Crackers in Chat- 
ham County “without fear of re- 
prisal.” 

The Club is headed by M. L. 
Arnau, druggist. J. A. Godbee, a 
well-known insurance man, is first 
vice president, and P. L. Pearson, 
of the Chatham Radiator Com- 
pany, is second vice president. 

If the Club reaches its goal, the 
political careers of the atham 
County Tax Collector, the City Re- 
corder and the Police Chief may 
be nearing an end. The Tax Col- 
lector’s resignation will be asked 
soon by the group, it was reported, 
and plans have been formulated 
to throw sufficient political weight 
in the city primary election next 
December to insure removal of the 
Police Chief. 

Although the group remains un- 
committed on the legislative slate 
to be elected from Chatham Coun- 


ty in the forthcoming primaries, ° 


Arnau declared he would be one 
of the candidates. A druggist, he 
said he chiefly wants to go to the 
legislature. to effect changes in 
laws regulating pharmacy. He has 
not decided, he said, whether he 
will run for the Lower House or 
Upper House. « 

Common understanding is that 
Bryan County, comprising the re- 
‘mainder of this senatorial district, 
hee elect the Senator for this year. 


Arnau declared that the Club, a, 


secret society formed along the 
lines of the old World War I Ku- 
Klux Klan, with exception of the 
Negro membership, is not primari- 
ly a political party but declared 
‘that it is out to see that justice 
‘is done to “the little man.” 

| Arnau said the membership, 
‘with the exception of the officers, 
is entirely secret and that mem- 
bers themselves do not know who 
other members are.

Arnau said no hard and fast po- 
litical policy has been formulated 
and the Club does not even plan 
to tell members how to vote. 

“We will tell them who we 
think is best suited to the:office,” 
he said, “and that will be all that’s 
necessary to elect good men to 
office.” 

Arnau decried the action of City 
Council in appointing Maj. George 
C. Heyward, Jr., as City Attor- 
ney, and A. Pratt Adams, Jr., an 
Alderman, and asserted the peo- 
ple should have had a chance to 
elect the Alderman. 

A serious disagreement with the 
City Administration centers in the 
organization’s backing of a sub- 
stantial pay raise for City Police- 
men. Arnau said that if he is elect- 
ed to the Legislature he will spon- 
sor a bill requiring that cities of 
100,000 population or over pay 
policemen a minimum of $150 a 
month, 

He said the five percent raise 
offered policemen by City Coun- 
cil is “inadequate.” He favored a 
20 percent raise. 

Arnau said the group he repre 
sents is “growing tired” of gov- 
ernment of Chatham County “by 
a small group of men.” He de 
clared that the time is ripe for 
“genuine democratic government” 
here and that this is the sole aim 
of the Chatham-Savannah Club. 

Arnau declared that the “polit- 
ical fortunes of Chatham County 
have been decided within the of- 
fices of a single law firm ever 
since the War Between the States” 
and that his organization plans to 
break the power of that firm if 
possible and give the city and 
county back to the taxpayer. 

On the other hand, Arnau stip- 
ulated that any officeholder who is 
doing a good job “has nothing to 
fear from the Chatham-Savannah 
Club,” he declared that the group 
is out to achieve efficiency in gov- 
ernment and is in control of suf- 
ficient votes to have its weight 
felt. 

Arnau said his club “certainly 
has no Communistic ideas” and 
adheres to no principles to Com- 
munism. Its sole object, he reit- 
erated, “is to achieve genuine de- 
mocracy in Chatham County and a 
square deal for the Crackers.” 

In addition to Arnau, Godbee 
and Pearson as officers, the Club’s 
| membership committee is com- 
| prised of C. E. Elder, E. V. Wf- 
_liaams, H. W. Waters, Marion Pitts, 
Henry Wilson and H. C. Dieda. 
Pitts and Wilson are Negroes.

WASHINGTON, April 20—(4)—They call him “Mr. Atom Bomb” 
around the Federal Communications Commission. 
Charlies R. Denny, 33, FCC’s new Acting Chairman, is the young- 
est man now heading any federal agency and the youngest Chairman | 


in the Commission’s history. 


He skyrocketed from Assistant General 


Counsel to Chairman in just four years. 


A close friend says of Denny: 

“He's the fastest moving per- 
son I've ever known. He doesn’t 
reach for a book or document. 
He pounces on it. And he talks 
about as fast as a machinegun 
fires bullets. When dictating he 
constantly outdistances his secre- 
tary.” 

On weekends you may find 
Denny zipping along some of 
Maryiand’s country roads astride 
a bicycle. Another diversion is 
crooning ditties he learned at Am- 
herst Collece in the early 30's. 
His wife accompanies him on the 
piano. 

OFF TO THE ZOO 

As regularly as Saturday after- 
noon comes around, he goes to the 
zoo with his two small daughters 
in tow. 

Mrs. Denny is the former Eliza- 
beth Woolsey, of New York City, 
a Smith College graduate. Be- 
sides their two daughters, Alison, 
5. and Christine, 2%, they have a 
son, Charles Denny, III, six 
months. 

He is an Episcopalian and a 
Democrat. Friends say he is not 
a politician. He has lived most of 
his life in the voteless District of 
Columbia.

Denny dresses age appears 
to weigh about.120, stands five 
feet eight. His Kate is creeping 
back across the top of his skull, 
and his face is lean. 

The FCC, among other things, 
grants licenses for new radio sta- 
tions and under certain circum- 
stances can withdraw them.

He said 100 television stations 
probably will be-on the air by 
the end of 1947 and that in three 
years 2,000 FM stations likely will 
be constructed. 

“It's up to the Commission,” 
he stressed, “to get out television 
permits so stations can be built. 
The public will buy television 
receivers as fast as they are built 
—if there is some prospect of 
immediate service.” 

Denny's interest hasn't always 
centered on radio or law. Born in 
Baltimore, March 11, 1913, he at-

Pope Sounds Warning 
Against Worldly Evils 

VATICAN CITY, April 20—(4) 
Pope Pius XII said Saturday “di-. 
vorce, godless schools and un- 
bridled books and licentious enter- 
tainment” were threats to Chris- 
tian morality. 

The Pontiff made the statement 
at a reception of 200 Italian Cath- 
plic Action leaders, at which he 
deplored that “much youth is rot- 
ten and corrupt” and expressed 
pity for “millions of children ex- 
posed to famine.” 

He urged the leaders to “be cou- 
rageous, do not be taken by fear 
or fright” in fighting against ‘“‘god- 
less’’ political theories. 

“The moment is very grave,” the 
Pope said, as he urged the leaders 
to “illuminate Italian Catholic 
voters on Catholic Church inter-

Mouthpiece” through 
line” and “Good Night Sweet 
Prince” to his present gentle me- 
moir is a progression from steam 
calliope to violin, from stud-horse 
type to minion italic. 

As a virtuous delivery boy in 
Denver's tenderloin district, print- 
er’s devil and pal of such rascals 
as the plump Paul Whiteman and 
the husky Jack Dempsey, Fowler 
fell innocently in love first with 
a harlot, next with a Salvation 
Army lass (for whom he literally 
beat the drums) and finally for 
the 1912 equivalent of a Denver 
debutante. 

The haunting echo of his 
mother’s clear voice and the per- 
sistent myth of his run-away 
father bedevilled the young Fowl- 
er. Both still lived. Neither was 
fulfilling the role of parent. It 
was salty old Grandma (who must 
have been a ring-tailed roarer) 
and her fate-harried spouse who 
raised this talented grass-orphan. 

Others helped fulfill the role of 
father: a rare old philosopher; a 
plumbing salesman; even Judge 
Ben Lindsay who saved both 
Fowler and Whiteman from the 
reform school. But actually Gene 
had only one real father—the 
newspaper business. 

Ah, youth. Pass the bottle.

No one has suggested that the 
Nippon-loving Lafcadio was one 
of the causes of Pearl Harbor. 

And yet it was Hearn’s concep- 
tion of Japan, as stated in his 
eleven romantic books on the sub- 
Sect, that shaped America’s errone- 
ous and flower-scented idea of the 
Japanese. 

Hearn knew before the turn of 
the century that Japan was be- 
coming belligerently nationalistic. 
But Hearn, lover of beauty and 
disciple of romanticism, continued 
to feed America and England his 
mist of cherry blossoms and dainty 
Japanese maidens against a back- 
crop in the dreamy distance of 
“celestial Fujiyama.” The sin of 
the romanticists was to avoid the 
real.in their search for the madly 
fantastic. 

No wonder Hearn, who adored 
the super-heated Gautier, could | 
write of the painfully honest Zola: 
“‘he) could write a very clever 
book about the sewers of Paris. 
He writes with an ink that smells 
of such subjects.” 

Although this biography is the | 
best documented life of Hearn on 
the market, it is still a partisan | 


biography which fails to objective: | 


assess either his life or his 
writings. It defends in 
every instance the inexcusable 
treatment Hearn awarded almost 
every one of his friends and 
benefactors. 

It handles with understanding 
and insight Hearn’s two strange 
marriages, the first with the Cin- 
cinnati mulatto girl, the second 
with the gentle Samurai maiden in 
Japan, But it retains a naughty- 
nice reticence about his constant 
hunt for dusky flesh in the 
brothels of Cincinnati and New 
Orleans — unimportant perhaps 
save for the vital influence it 
played in shaping Hearn’s prose | 
stvie and philosophy. 

In fact this is a romantic’s bi- 
ography of a romantic. It is warm, 
well written and sympathetic, but 
fails to provide a frame of refer- 
ence.

Flowers on Easter Altars 


To Memorialize Atlantans 


No more beautiful expression of the glorious rebirth of Spring 
is to be found than the lovely flowers that will adorn Atlanta’s 
churches this Easter morn. For instance, there’ is the impressive 
cross of Easter lilies, rising from the pulpit high into the choir 
loft of the Druid Hills Presbyterian Church each year—a fragrant 
living cross that serves to perpetuate the memory of former church 
members and loved ones. 

This iron cross, constructed with 42 openings for flowers, meas- 
ures ten feet in height and six feet in width. Mounted on a three- 
tiered stand, it represents’ ‘‘The Cross on the Hill,” and its base is 
massed with palms. Forty-two members of the church donate pots 
of Easter lilies, all uniform in size and each bearing as many as 
five exquisite blossoms, which are placed in the cross receptacles 
in such an artistic manner that only the flowers themselves are 
visible. These lilies serve either as memorials to those who have 
passed away, or as tribute to the living. Mrs. Polk Brockman is 
Chairman of the flower committee in charge of arranging the cross. 

Mrs. William T. Healey and her sons and daughters, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Healey, Jr., and Mr. and Mrs. Oliver Healey, have 
asked the privilege of donating Easter lilies to grace the First 
Presbyterian Church, of which Dr. William V. Gardner is pastor. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jackson Dick will contribute the lilies to adorn 
the altar of All Saints Episcopal Church in memory of their par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Harry M. Atkinson. Stately calla lilies, pre- 
sented by Mrs. A. F. Walker, will serve as a loving memorial to 
her sister, Mrs. J. B. Francis Herreshoff, and will also be used to 
decorate the church, as will an arrangement of lilies in memory 
of Bishop C. K. Nelson. 

The lilies which adorn the Second-Ponce de Leon Baptist and 
the Peachtree Christian Churches are memorials to the members 
of the’ congregation who have passed away during the year. The 
Guild of the First Methodist Church will furnish the flowers for 
the Easter service over which Dr. Pierce Harris will preside. The 
flowers for the Covenant Presbyterian Church will be supplied by 
the Women’s Association.

ATOMIC BOMB COCKTAIL 

The latest thing in drinks, it seems, is the atomic bomb cocktail, 
and Sally’s authority for its recipe is Col. Kendall J. Fielder, re- 
cently arrived from Honolulu, who knows whereof he speaks.

Seeking Subtilty 
How To Kill Him 


Today it is a land of strange beauty and 
great emotions. 
Jerusalem sits on a group of its ancient, worn- 
out mountains, bald, burned by suns, meager after years of washing 
winter rains and winds which lift up the dry soil and carry it away. 


From the Mount of Olives one may look toward the South where 
little Bethlehem clings to the side of one of the austere hills, look- 
ing down on the once-fertile valley of Boaz. 

Eastward the land seems to tumble away down to the hot, still 
valley of the Dead Sea. North and West there are more of the 
ancient, severe hills, blue and brown with rock ribs and earth 
holding in these terraces of stone. ° 

The Arab has been there for centuries. And the Arab breath 
scorched the land. Their flocks made deserts. “hey and contending 
armies that crossed the land, back and forth, cut down its trees. 

But, in the time of that first Easter, the hills were green with 
forests or with _terraced vineyards and olive trees, their leaves 
changing color in the blowing wind and sun, from dull green to 


grayish blue. 
This Cup Things had been building up very fast in the days 
before that first Easter. Jesus had aroused a great 
fury within the established church and priesthood. It must not be 
forgotten that to the comfortable status quo, its ancient religious 
organization used by the occupying Romans for political reasons, 
regarded the Nazarene as a heretic, as a dangerous radical and 
rabble rouser, 

And, from their viewpoint, he was. 

Of a truth it was mostly the poor of the cities, who spewed up 
from its narrow alleys and its market places, who followed him 
about the streets wherever he was. Today, relatively, it is Paul who 
has come to dominate the preaching and the interpretations of 
modern Christianity even though, not always, do his teachings jibe 
with those of Jesus. Paul’s concept colors it all today and the fact 
of the heretical, dissenting rabbi is somewhat merged with Paul, 
as it ought not to be. But that is, perhaps, not really important. 

There had been a sort of Ku Klux meeting called to plot the 
killing of Jesus. It was as fine a set of corrupt politicians, hypo- 
critical priests who were used to throwing their weight around 
in the governmental meetings, as you would want to see.

Judas, kicked out by the men 
who had used him, went about whining he had done wrong; beg- 
ging someone to take back his silver; an innocent man had been 
betrayed. But they kicked him out again, saying smugly, “What 
is that to us?” 

Pilate was drawn to iim, liking Him and very interested in the 
Man who had all of Palestine in an uproar. But, after all, it was 
not really a difficult decision. He could not support a rabble rouser 
and have all the established authority in turmoil. The troops would 
have to be called out. Rome would hear about it. So, he washed 
his hands. 

They crucified Him, the Romans doing the job. 

The soldiers were casual and callous. To them crucifixions were 
weekly or, in troubled times, daily events. As they always did, 
they gambled for the clothes and possessions of those crucified. 

They took Him down and sealed Him in the tomb. 

That was it, said the high priest and his mob. That was the 
end of the rabble rouser, the trouble maker. There would be no 
more demonstrations in the streets, no more crowds following Him, 
no more disturbances at the temple. Life ~vould fall back into the 
old grooves. No one would hear of Him again. 

But God’s thunder came. The earth moved. The stone was 
rolled away. And He emerged and went back to His beloved Galilee 
to be seen by man for the last time until the next coming. 

And today we look at history and see how often men of great 
power have tried to bury the truth and seal it up. And how they 
have kept it sealed until at last God’s thunder came and the earth 
moved and great travail and sorrow came in the release of truth.

Easter, Celebration 
Of the Life Newborn 


We all know Easter as the day set aside, each 
year, for Christian rejoicing because Christ, on 
the third day, arose from the grave and thus de- 

feated Death and symbolized, for all men, the truth that the grave 
is not the end, there is life after death, the spirit can never be- 
come nothing. 

We all know, too, that the Christian Easter is a continuance of 
the celebrations of pagan times which marked the reawakening of 
the earth after the temporary death called Winter. It thus, in 
Christian significance, symbolizing the life after death, links with 
the ancient pagan rites which marked the visual return of nature’s 
life in the evidence of the new green upon the earth, the new 
blossoms which deck the land. ‘* 

Ancient Norsemen called the divinity of Spring Ostara and it 
is from that word that we of the Anglo-Saxon races derive our 
word, Easter. 

In Greek and in Latin, and in languages derived from them, 
the Spring festival was from the Chaldee word Pascha, signifying 
“passing,” which meant the passing of Winter. To the Hebrews 
it was linked With the “passing over” of the Hebrew houséholds 
when death smote the firstborn of the Egyptians, as told in Exodus. 


Thus the Hebrew “Passover.” 

: Everything we associate with Easter can 
Rabbits and Eggs .0%iced ko the eslabratinn of nem birth, 
whether the Christian new birth of the spirit, or the pagan new 
birth of nature. 

Among the Norsemen even the sun itself had gone from view 
during the long night of Winter. The colored Easter eggs we see 
today come down from the Norse Ostara, the bright colors sym- 
bolizing the return of the sun in the Spring. 

Easter rabbits are symbolic of the fecundity of nature, as is the 
egg, also A fecundity for which all men sought, always, because 
it meant good crops and prosperity. 

At the end of the long, cold Winter, the waters flowed freely 
again, bringing bountiful irrigation for the fields, so the people 
decorated their springs and wells with flowers at Ostara. 

The people, after the long, dark Winter, held rites of purifi- 
cation for the coming of the new Spring. 

The hearth fire, kept burning in every home, was lighted afresh 
at this festival. 

Today, in churches of some denominations, candles are lighted 
at Easter, a custom directly descended from the old relighting of 
the hearth fire, the renewal of the living flame of the household. 


The Greek myth of Persephone is nothing but the 
Persephone story of nature’s wintry death and Spring resur- 
rection. You remember it? 

“Gloomy Dio’—or Pluto, the God of the Dead—abducted Perse- 
phone while she was gathering flowers. Her mother, Demeter, 
hurries over the earth, torch in hand, seeking her lost daughter. 
At last she learns what has become of her and bargains with the 
gods for her return for half the year. 

Thus in the Winter, when nature is temporarily dead, Perse- 
phone is reigning as the Queen of Hades, the consort of the God 
of Death. But she returns to earth to bring the new life of Spring 
and remains on earth through Spring and Summer. 

One of the significant meanings of the Maypole dance, where 
the dancéts, holding bright-colored ribbons, weave in and out as 
they circle the upright pole, is that of the search of Demeter for 
her daughter. The bright ribbons are the torch she carried, the 
weaving in and out represents her search, from side to side, for lost 
Persephone. 


. It is necessary, obviously, to omit some of the 
Omit Some rites of the pagan celebrations in honor of Spring. 
In some human sacrifice was common, the blood of the victims 
presumably appeasing the Godess of Spring and thus blessing the 
fields for larger crops. 

And some of the old rites were, in modern eyes, too obscene [for 
mention here. 

Basically, though, the celebrations all symbolized the recurrent 
miracle of earth’s rebirth. Thus they are, properly, linked to the 
Christian Easter, which symbolizes the immortality of the soul, its 
triumph over death.

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Letting the Illiterate 
' Vote in Richmond 


A Cracker friend of mine looked at some 
800 Negroes standing in line all day, weathering 
two rains and bringing their lunches and tiny 
pence with them on their first opportunity to vote in a Richmond 
County Democratic primary. In his eyes, this long line of patient 
people-—-200 of whom were unable to vote when the polls closed— 
was “the most eloquent speech for preservation of the white pri- 
ary I have ever seen.” My Cracker friend did not know at that 
time, of course, that most of the Negroes who were able to vote in 
that Fourth Ward were casting their ballots for—and not against— 
Cracker candidates. My Cracker friend apparently believed this 
line of people was an “eloquent argument for the white primary” 
because they comprised an “ignorant herd.” 

Many of these Negroes are uneducated,” he said. “They can’t 
even read and write. That is the reason it is taking them so long 
to cast their ballots, and that is the reason there is no hope of 
all that line voting today. When they went to register, the tax 
collecting officials had to witness their ‘X’ and sign their names 
for them. They have been told to vote against someone, and they 
don’t even know how to mark their ballots and sign their names.” 

If that was true, the Cracker officials in the registrar’s office 
leaned over too far backward to permit the Negroes to vote. The 
federal courts do not require Georgia reistrars to violate the 
Georgia constitutional requirements of education in order to permit 
Negroes to vote. There are educational requirements which should 
be enforced for all voters, and the ability to read and write is the 
basic requirement. As it turned out, the Negro vote was not a 
factor in the Richmond County election (since the Independents 
won by a majority of 3,000 votes counting white votes alone, and 
5,000 votes counting the Negro votes which were divided). But, if 
the Crackers had feared an ignorant Negro vote, they have only 
themselves to blame for letting an illiterate voter register and cast 
his ballot without challenge. Laws already in the Georgia code

take care of this s&pation. 
Their Duty The importance of registering was pounded into 
the Augusta Negroes so much, my Cracker friend 
said, that many of them thought it was the law for them to register 
to vote—the same as they registered for the draft. When voting 
day rolled around, the Negroes thought it was the law that they 
had to go down and vote, so they stuck in line all day long, my 
friend said.

NEW YORK, April 20—(4)—Lucky holders of scarce apart- 
ments in New York City now may increase their families with- 
out consulting their landlords—thanks to legislation signed Sat- 
urday by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, in Albany. 

The law makes it a misdemeanor for.a landlord to demand 
in a lease a stipulation that the tenants will not have any babies 


during the term of the lease. 


The Governor’s legal staff in Albany said such a practice 


was not general. 


Lewis D. Olliffe, Brooklyn Republican who introduced the 
legislation, said he did so after hearing that landlords in famed 
Flatbush were thus stunting normal growth of the population. 

One person mailed him a copy of a lease containing the 
no-babies limitation, he said. After introduction of the meas- 
ure, his mail bag bulged with letters from others similarly 


thwarted, Olliffe declared. 


The legislation was undebated and unopposed in the Legis-

SRO SIGNS HANGING ALL OVER

NEW YORK, April 20 — (#4) — 
Thousands of travelers in holiday 
mood already are on the march, 
adding impetus to the start of 
the greatest vacation year in the 
nation’s history based on predic- 
tions of an aggregate $6,000,000,000 
to be spent in the United States. 

The July-August months are 
closed books at many popular re- 
sorts and hotels, Ralph T. Reed, 
President of the American Ex- 
press Company, found in a coast- 
to-coast travel survey. He said 
June bookings were being rapidly 
shaped up. 

The traditional summer season— 
June 1 to Labor Day—is being 
stretched toxinclude April, May 
and September. Special recrea- 
tional programs are being offered 
for these early and late seasons by 
resorts in New England, the Rocky 
Mountains, the Pacific North- 
west and hundreds of other favor- 


ite vacation spots, 
Travel officials aré forcasting a 


national parks and popular resorts. 

Unless something happens to 
change the trend it is expected 
that the practice of imposing time 
limits on guests at resorts and ho- 
tels will increase before the sea- 
sonal peak is reached.

GROOVY. Bud Burtson is a success- 
ful song writer in spite of himself. 

He was a comedy drummer in 
vaudeville when he wrote his first hit 
songs for a struggling girls’ trio. 
When the trio flourished, Bud won- 
dered how best to capitalize on his 
new-found talent. At iast he found 
the answer: Orgahize another trio. 

This is the kind of logic that re- 
duces young careers to the vanishing 
point, but somehow Bud was spared. 

In the past five years he has got 
into the groove, hammering out the 
words and music for 300 to 350 com- 
edy songs for some of the show world’s 
top entertainers. 

This adds up to a 14-hour day, 
complete anonymity outside the trade 
(his songs have never been published 
commercially) and more business than 
he can handle. 


QUICKY. The grind has its compen- 
sations, however. Bud gets up to 
$1,500 for each of his songs, which 
take him no more than a quick couple 
of hours to write and a fast three 
minutes to perform. 

The songs themselves are jumpy 
and topical. Sample title: ‘We Got a 
Cuffiess, Pleatless, Beltless, Seatless, 
Vestless, Shapeless, Chestless, 
Dressediess. Waistless, Tasteless, 
Moneyless Victory Suit.”’ 

Bud fits his songs to the talents of 
his clients after careful study of their 
acts. Such specialists as Jerry Lester, 
Romo Vincent, Bert Wheeler, Beatrice 
Kay and Imogene Coca all possess 
Burtson ballads in their repertoire. 

He is proud of his reputation as a

speed merchant, but on one occasion 
it boomeranged. This was when he 
answered an SOS to do a song for a 
show floundering during its Philadel- 
phia tryout. 

The producers were so desperate 
that they imprisoned Bud in a Phila- 
delphia hotel to labor undisturbed. 
After a nap, several meals, untold 
baths, and hours of staring out the 
window, Bud emerged with his piece. 

The producers had been so wrought 
up that he just couldn’t tell them he 
had written it on the train en route.

At 
a time when the slightest error 
might plunge the whole world 
into war, these impractical scien- 
tists had done a stupid thing — 
to bring with them the two most 
dangerous men in the world to 
hear this vital secret! 

Then Senator Harrigan, ex- 
perienced politician that he was, 
quickly recovered his poise. His 
air of worry disappeared. As he 
spoke the usual warm words of welcome, he 
secretly pressed a button. Unnoticed by the 
others, two Secret Service men slipped quietly 
into the room behind the scientists. 

The Senator, using even warmer words, 
complimented the two “enemy” scientists 
upon their fame in the world of research. He 
did it in such a way that the Secret Service 
men knew to whom he was referring. Then, 
with enthusiasm, he said what a great privi- 
lege and pleasure it had been to meet them in 
the company of such distinguished colleagues; 
he hoped he would have the pleasure of a

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No More Summer Vaeations?

This startling year-round school plan 
would give city children a share of 
country life. A Forecast for America 


HEN my son was a youngster, I was superintendent of 
schools in Des Moines, Iowa. Des Moines is a splendid 
city, a good place for a boy to grow up in. 

But it has one flaw —- like every other city. There is too 
little for schoolchildren to do during the long summer vaca- 
tion. At that time of year I had an idle boy on my hands. 

Why do we have a long summer vacation? When our 
school system was being developed this was primarily a rural 
country, and children were needed to help out during the 
busy season on the farms. In our cities that reason does not 
exist. Summertime is, for most city children, merely a period 
of idleness — of stagnation and often retrogression. 

What I am going to suggest in this article is a means by 
which we could do away with this anachronistic do-nothing 
period. It will give city children the benefits of country living 
and some of the natural, spontaneous education which was 
the birthright of our rural forebears. 

My suggestion is a challenge, if you like, to any city that 
is progressive enough to buck tradition and try an experiment. 

Right now almost every city in the country 1s working out 


plans for expansion of school plants in the years immediately 
ahead. Large sums of money will be spent on buildings, play- 
grounds and other facilities. But why not make some 
of that money do the job that is not being done? In short, 
why not: 

1. Spend only three fourths of the money you plan to spend 
on conventional city school buildings. With the other one 
fourth, build and equip school camps somewhere in the 
near-by country. 

2. Discontinue the long summer vacation and divide the 
full year into four quarterly terms. Send one fourth of the 
children between the ages, say, of 10 and 16 to the country 
camp school each quarter, while the other three fourths attend 
the city schools as usual. 


Scale Down City Schools 


Tus, what I am suggesting is not merely a summer camp, 
but a year-round school camp big enough to accommodate 
one fourth of the children of the age suggested. The expensive 
city school plant for such children could then be scaled down 
to approximately threé-fourths capacity. 

Let us assume, to keep the mathematics simple, that there 
are 4,000 children in the city between the ages of 10 and 16. 
Under the system I propose, 1,000 of them would go to the 
camp school the first quarter, another 1,000 the next quarter, 


- 


and so on through the year. The regular schools in the city 
would also operate throughout the four quarters. with 3,000 
of the children always in attendance. 

Each child would thus get the same amount of orthodox 
schooling as at present. In addition each would have, instead 
of three months of idleness, three months of camp-schooling 
in the country — three months in which healthy outdoor 
sports, nature lore and the kind of organizational activities 
which build citizenship would be the order of the day. 

Some parents conceivably might not want to have their 
children removed from their homes, even to go to camp 
school. Some others might prefer to send their children to 
existing Summer camps or vacation spots. 


Would Have Optional Attendance 


(CAMP-SCHOOL attendance, therefore, should not be made 
obligatory; children would attend the regular schools for three 
quarters of the year. as at present. I believe, however, that 
the number of parents who would withhold their children. 
except to give them similar advantages elsewhere, would 
becothe increasingly small as the program developed. 

In England, during the war. several bomb-blasted cities 
sent their children to camp schools in the country as a safety 
measure. At first. I am told. many parents were extremely 
reluctant to let their children go. But the usual effect of a 
few months at camp school on both the physique and the 
personality of the children was so marked that misgivings 
almost invariably changed to pride and satisfaction. Today 
the establishment of permanent camp schools for peacetime 
education is being warmly advocated. 

We need them, too, even though we had no bombs to force 
them upon us. 

Country children. almost always have chores to do — 
enough, at least. to inculcate habits of regularity and 
responsibility. A friend of mine was reminiscing the other 
day about how he used to have to turn the family cow out to 
pasture every morning and round her up again each night. 
“It seemed like a terrible hardship when I had more interest- 


ing projects on my mind,”’ he said, “‘but I suppose that old 
cow, without even trying, taught me more self-discipline 
than the sternest teacher I ever had.”’ 

My son, in Des Moines, had no cow to tend; and many 
city children nowadays, with janitor service, delivery service 
and all the other services that make life in modern cities 
possible, have few chores of any sort to co. They may not 
complain of the lack, but they are nevertheless missirg a very 
important. part of their education. 

One of the greatest accomplishments of the CCC camps 
of a few years ago was the implanting of good work habits 
in thousands of young men who were rapidly becoming idlers 
and time-killers. Possibly some of these former CCC camps, 
or Our more recent war-training camps, could be adapted to 
this experiment of year-round schools. 

Rememler, at the country child’s dcorstep is all outdoors 
in which to find interest, amusement, and, almost uncon- 
sciously, education. At the city child’s doorstep is —the street. 
It may lead, if followed far enough, to a museum or a zoo, 
or a recreation center — of which cities have too few. 

It is more likely to lead only to another stfeet or back alley. 

The country, on the other hand, offers visual educa- 
tion in its best form. Here are farms being farmed, 
woods being logged, mines being mined. Here is a smal! 
town, where the mayor is a man everybody knows, where civic 
affairs are everybody’s business. Here you can look behind the 
scenes at the post office, the railroad station and the telephone 
office and see how our civilization works. 

We do the best we can, we educatcis, to teach children 
with bcoks and through vicarious experiences. But book 
learning. while essential. is not erough. City children too 
frequently are being cheated out of the more profound edu- 
cation that comes from seeing and doing. And for three 
months in the year many of them are learning by nol doing 
learning, usually against their natural inclinations, to loaf. 

As far as my own son is concerned, the time came when I 
could afford to send him to a summer camp. That solved the 
problem for him. He came home full of health, his mind 
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stimulated by new ideas, new knowledge, new ambitions. 
For only a comparatively few city children, however, can the 
problem be solved in this way: a few whose parents can afford 
to send them; a few others who are sent by service clubs or 
charity organizations for very short periods. The rest, perhaps 
the majority, roam the city streets. 

Naturally, I think I could have kept my son from becoming 
a gangster or a juvenile delinquent, even if he hadn't gone 
to camp. Yet too many children do become delinquent for no 
deeper reason than that they have nothing else to do. 

Is it impossible to change the system that promotes idle- 
ness? Is it impossible to give city children some of the natural 
educational advantages of their country cousins? 

I do not believe it is. 

Of course, there would be many problems and difficulties 
for those who first tackle a pioneer venture of this sort. For 
one thing, the cost of maintaining a full-year school system 
admittedly would run somewhat higher than that of the 
present system. Teachers would have to be paid on the basis 
of a full year’s work, instead of nine months —- being granted, 
of course, a vacation. (And, teachers’ pay being what it 1s, I 
feel sure that most of them would welcome the change. 


Parents Might Pay Subsistence 


Tue children would have to be transported to and from 
the country, and be fed, lodged and carefully supervised 
while they were there. Possibly, as in the case of the present 
school-lunch system in many schools, the parents. who could 
afford it might pay part or all of the subsistence expehse. 

In any event, I submit that the increase in cest would be 
trifling compared to the value received by the community, 
or compared with the growing cost of juvenile delinquency. 
I believe that all the difficulties could be worked out if the 
experiment were undertaken boldly and with imagination. 

Here is a challenge to some progressive city or neighbor- 
hood or group of benefactors somewhere in the United States.

Levoy'’s dual career began with an essay on arson 


Known to thousands 
as a businessman, 
he’s a cold-eyed 
sleuth on the side. . 


nto his establishment, the 
subject of this story is a business- 
like optician who slips spectacles 
over their eyes and talks knowingly 
of frames and lenses. 

He is a 190-pound burly with 
cold, dark eyes and a voice huskily 
nasal. He does not smile. He per- 
sonally attends to as many cus- 
tomers as any one of his half-dozen 
assistants, with an air of one 
resigned to a flourishing trade. His 
name is Monroe Levoy. 

But what his customers do not 
know is that Levoy is also Roy 
Post, probably the closest thing 
alive to a modern, story-book 
detective. 

His dual career began 30 years 
ago when he was a New York 
high-school student. The news- 
papers filled up with stories about 
a Chicago arson wave attributed to 
one ‘Susie the Firebug.”’ It seemed 
to young Levoy that the police 
showed little imagination explain- 
ing the fires. 


$100 Warning 


He wrote a composition out- 
lining 20 ways to set a fire — “‘a 
good fire,”’ he insists — without 
using the old rag-and -kerosene 
technique. 

A week later he was called to the 
principal's office. A sober-faced fire- 
insurance man waved the composi- 
tion before him, grilled him for an 
hour about his friends and habits 
and finally paid him $100 to keep 
his ideas to himself. 

Levoy says, “I figured that if I 
could make a hundred dollars that 
easily, there was no telling what 
I could do with a little effort.”’ 

So for three years after high 
school Levoy worked in his father’s 
optical shop and took night courses 
in ballistics, microscopy, finger- 
printing, handwriting, psychology 
and electricity. 

Since then, as Post, a name he 
picked out of the blue, he has been 
involved in scores of crime cases. 


te THE thousands who come

He has written crime articles for 
two of the biggest national maga- 
zines and, with Austin Ripley, 
wrote a six-year series of illustrated 
crime cases for another. 

He has written more than 200 
mystery serials for radio and has 
appeared as guest entertainer with 
Paul Whiteman, Jack Benny, 
Robert Ripley, Edgar Guest and 
Gabriel Heatter. 

Post has been story material for 
dozens of columnists, has marketed 
two ingenious mystery games, writ- 
ten and appeared in movie shorts 
and designed or invented a half 
dozen intricate crime-detection 
instruments. 


Up te His Neck 


He cats himself a consulting 
criminologist. Apparently that is 
more descriptive of wish than of 
fact, for he has seldom got his foot 
into a case without going in up to 
his neck. For this reason, he pro- 
fesses distaste for the whole 
business. 

During the war, Post avoided 
crime for two years while super- 
vising a visual training program 
for the Army, but he can’t avoid 
it any more. There's a crime wave 
on, and his phone is ringing again. 

The thing that has brought Post 
in on most of his cases, and con- 
tributed most to his success, is a 
black box, the size of a large suit- 
case, that rests in the dark cellar 
of his New York office. It is a lie- 
detector, which he designed over 
a period of 17 years. 

Other lie-detectors have reg- 
istered a subject's varying pulse 
or blood pressure. But Post’s, by 
means of small electrodes fitted to 
the palms, registers the current 
set up by ductless-gland secretions 
that accompany the slightest emo- 
tional disturbance. A waving needle 
tells the tale. 

Post makes his claims cautiously : 
“The lie-detector is exactly as 
reliable as its operator. Frankly, 
the thing makes me nervous, be- 
cause I’ve seen how easily I can 
influence the person being tested— 
maybe just by theexpression on my 
face. I never allow anyone else to 
use it for serious business.”” 

When testing a suspect, Post

makes no accusations. He asks 
questions, calculated to eliminate, 
to suggest, and gradually to confine 
the subject to final choices of truth 
or untruth on crucial points.~ 

In a small robbery in which 
$135 had been stolen from a 
grocery cash register, Post clinched 
the case against a suspected boy 
with three questions: **‘Do you go 
right home after school? Do 
you walk? Do you have friends 
on Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street?’’ 

All of these questions were quite 
irrelevant, but the numerals in the 
third one, by association, caused a 
reaction in the boy that made the 
detector needle swing. He was 
promptly charged with the theft 
and confessed to it. 

Five years ago a woman claimed 
insurance compensation for an acci- 
dent which she said left her stone 
deaf: She was suspected of faking. 

When Post was called in, he sub- 
mitted questions to her on paper. 
Noting the results, Post turned his 
back to her and discussed her case 
with the insurance man. 


A Needle Informed 


Convincep that she was pretend- 
ing, Post said, “I wonder if she 
knows this is a lie-detector.’’ The 
needle moved slightly. Then he 
turned the face of the detector 
toward her, so that she could watch 
her own reactions to spoken 
questions. 

When she realized that she could 
not possibly cause the reactions 
without having heard, she gave 
up the pretense. 

Post has had similar, if less 
curious, success with other anti- 
crime devices. Back in his optical 
shop he can show you a machine 
that makes a spot of scar tissue on 
a fingerprint stand out like a 
catcher’s mitt. 

This is the black light, a fluoro- 
scopic affair that enables criminol- 
ogists to see far enough under the 
surface of paper, for example, to 
expose a raised check or a clever 
erasure. 

Post has made a live-cell outfit 
for microscopic examination of 
bacteria under a light which is 
powerful but will not destroy the 
bacteria by heat. 

But sometimes Post performs 
very competently without mechan- 
ical aids. One night the Alfred 
Dunhill tobacco shop on New 
York’s Fifth Avenue was rifled. 
Since there was no trace of lock- 
picking, it appeared to be an inside 
job. Post, called in from his shop 
around the corner, showed that it 
wasn’t that simple. 

With nothing more complicated 
than a pocket knife, he proved that 
in 15 seconds he could remove the 


whole lock cylinder, stick his finger 
in the hole, flip the bolt and open 
the door. 

Anyone lingering at the door for 
this length of time could have done 
the same. 

After this incident someone 
brought Post to Robert Ripley’s 
office, urging that the lock trick 
be used on the “Believe It or Not’”’ 
program. 

They parleyed a while, Ripley 
wanting a demonstration, Post 
wanting to talk cash. Ripley said, 
“Bet you can’t work it on my office 
door.”” Post said, “‘No sale,”’ and 
left. 


Night Prowler 


Next day he dropped in again, 
carrying a suitcase. He said, 
“Notice anything missing here this 
morning?’ and emptied the bag of 
ash trays, books and pictures. All 
had been on Ripley’s desk the day 
before. 

“I came back and picked them 

up last night,”’ he grinned. “That 
lock on your door is easy.’” Post 
says he was paid handsomely when 
he finally went on Ripley’s pro- 
gram. 
One of Post's colossal peeves is 
the way crime is handled in mys- 
tery fiction. “It’s interesting,”’ he 
admits, ‘“‘and sometimes clever, but 
always full of loopholes. 

““Criminals are always doing the 
impossible things, and detectives 
do all the wrong things to catch 
them. 

““You’ve seen how these fellows 
pick up pistols with their hand- 
kerchiefs. That’s the best way 
to wipe off fingerprints. Know 
how it should be donc? Stick a 
pencil in the barrel of the gun. 

“Yeah, and in this ‘Spellbound’ 
movie, which is semi-mystery, they 
spend days trying to find out the 
identity of the guy who lost his 
memory. 


Hollywood’s Mistake 


*“Tey must have lost theirs, too, 
because early in the film he says 
he was in the Army, and they could 
have tagged him in no time by 
checking his fingerprints against 
the ones on file with the govern- 
ment in Washington. 

**There are just too many people 
writing about this stuff, trying to 
make it glamorous.

peace. At last the common man 
can be freed from the grip of fear 
that has held him, from the des- 
perate sense of insecurity that 
thwarts all creative effort. There 
can be no more cf the hideous tor- 
ture and destruction of war. In- 
stead we must live in peace — or 
face a universal death that will 
fall upon mankind with the bril- 
liant finality of a shooting star.”’ 

The Senator thumped on his 
desk. “‘I will have every man here 
arrested!’ he cried. 

“‘Why?’’ demanded Dr. Over- 
maier. 

““Because,”’ cried Senator Harri- 
gan, “this is too vital a decision 
for anyone except Congress to 
make.”’

HERE’S a legend in Ohio that 
é tyre dogs held a meeting one 
night to elect a king. 

One of them nominated Will 
Rannells, according to the story, 
and another pointed out, “Will 
Rannells is a man.”’ 

The first dog insisted that made 
no difference because “Rannells 
is our best friend." Much barking 
acclaimed the nomination. 

Will Rannells is a happy man 
who combined two hob- 
bies into a vocation 
which brought him both 
fame and fortune. The 
hobbies were dogs and 
drawings. The vocation 
is dog portraiture, at 
which Rannells is tops. 

Dog owners from 
Portland, Me. to Chi- 
cago, Ill., have had their 
pets sit for this shy, 
lanky artist. Rannells’ dogs have 
appeared on magazine covers, in 
books, on calendars, on the walls 
of art museums and over the man- 
tels of comfortable homes. 

Portraits of dogs grace the living- 
room walls of Rannells’ own home 
in Columbus, Ohio. Ceramic mod- 
els of dogs decorate stands. Four 
live dogs tear up the rugs. 


Special Language 


RanNELLs has not been without 
a dog since he was four years old. 
He has owned as many as seven 
at a time. His dogs live in the 
house, sleep in his bedroom at 
night, pose for him in the daytime. 

It is rumored that Rannells 
speaks a special dog language to 
his animal] models. Nobody can be 
sure of this, because the artist in- 
sists on being alone with a dog 
while making its portrait. 

On one occasion a large collie 
was taken to Rannells for a por- 
trait. The dog was so mean it had 
to be handled with gloves, and 
not kid ones. During two weeks 


of posing, however, the dog 
changed. After being taken home, 
the collie jumped a six-foot fence 
and made its way back to Rannells. 

Rannells is an associate profes- 
sor in the department of fine arts 
at Ohio State University. He has 
taught there for 20 years, though 
he holds no university degree. 


“Free Meals’ 


Tue professor's office at the uni- 
versity is a harbor for stray ani- 
mals. Joshing students once put a 
sign on the office door: “‘Rannells’ 
Free Meals for Dogs.”’ 

Will Rannells’ mother would 

have understood his solicitude. She 
would have remembered 
the time nine-year-old 
Will secretly fed a col- 
lection of 13 kittens in 
a back-yard shanty. 
Will started drawing 
about 50 years ago. His 
pictures began to sell 
when he was still in high 
' school. He put’ himself 
through the Cincinnati 
Art Academy by draw- 
ing covers for the old “‘Life’’ and 
““Judge”’ magazines. 

His first book ijlustrations were 
for “‘Dog Stars’’ by Mrs. T. P. 
O’Connor in 1916. Since then, he 
has illustrated ““Timmy, the Dog 
that Was Different,’’ “‘Waif, the 
Story of Spe,”” “Jack, Dock and 
Funny’’ and many others. 

Rannells has been a director of 
the Columbus Humane Society 
for 20 years, president for three. 

He used to worry about the 
stray dogs languishing i: the 
Society’s animal shelter; so he 
made drawings of them, which a 
local newspaper published under 
the headline, “‘“Homeless Dogs.”’ 
There was a rush of buycrs, and 
the dogs were homeless no longer. 

Asking Rannells how many 
paintings, charcoal drawings and 
pencil sketches of dogs he has 
made brings only a vague shrug. 
The tall artist isn’t even sure how 
many dogs he has owned. 

But he is positive that ‘he will 
own and portray dogs as long as he 
lives, because that is his life.

Food For Conversation

EDDING CONSULTANT to 
New York's Four Hundred 
is featuring the bride’s cake frosted 
in raimbow colors. Another wed- 
ding-cake designer uses fresh 
flowers, these held in a low vase 
resting on the cake’s top, its base 
buried in frosting. White or pastel 
blossoms are the usual choice. 
The rose-bower cake which ap- 
peared last season is gaining in 
popularity. This is a three-tiered 
cake, white-frosted, tendrilled in 
green. Just before the cake goes to 
the table, heads of sweetheart 
roses are pressed into the icing. 


NEWS IN BRIEF: Oatmeal! pre- 
cooked, can-packed, is the newest 
heat-to-eat item. .. Cooked ham- 
burger patties, packed in savoury 
sauce of tomato and mushroom 
developed for Army and Navy 
tables, now goes civilian. Pound 
tins carry four fat cakes, well laved 
in the sauce, the price around 48 
cents... That deep-sea fish, the 
blue martin of the Pacific, a lure 
to sports fishermen, now lures the 
housewife. This pink-fleshed fish, 
going places in cans, is out to win 
top menu honors along. with 
salmon and tuna. 

It’s turkey dinner any day with 
turkey in the can around as plenti- 
fully as chicken. In 1944 one half 
of the 132,000,000 pounds of 
canned poultry came from the 
Thanksgiving bird. 


COFFEE CANS are back—and wel- 
come! The convenient, flat-topped, 
key-opening vacuum tins with the 
re-closable lid will be in the stores 
any day now. These cans return 
with war honors, having carried 
cartridges and signal flares to the 
world's battlefronts. 

France sends a shipment of her 
famous Perigord truffles; also paté 
de foie gras — a three-pound tin 
with truffled center sells, for guess 
what? Twenty-five dollars. First 
postwar shipment arrives of the 
Norwegian Bristling sardines. 


A JELLIED FRUIT DESSERT 
which stays jellied without refrig- 


eration is coming. The product 
fashioned for use as a field ration 
is made of 60 per cent fruit, 40 
per cent fruit juice, set with a new 
type of fruit pectin which holds 
the fruit mixture firm in either 
hot or cold climates. The jellied 
fruit turns from the can in whole 
form and can be sliced to eat from 
the hand. The civilian product will 
be more delicate, less stiff. 

The wartime gadget used for 
testing imperfect seals in cans 
carrying cartridges has a peace- 
time use in checking cans carrying 
foods. Jars under inspection are 
passed through a vacuum chamber 
where bubbles of air are discharged 
if the seal is imperfect. 


WATER CHESTNUTS, formerly 
out of China, but grown in 
Florida since the war, are being 
canned to use as you will, when 
you cook in Chinese. Florida's first 
commercial crop in 1944 totaled 
but 15,000 pounds. Last year it 
had increased by a third, and three- 
fourths of the harvest was jarred. 


WHOLE TOMATOES have at last 
been frozen which slice neat as a 
pin when partially thawed, and 
the slice doesn’t break down when 
the thawing is completed. The 
trick is in wrapping the fruit after 
the freezing process, not before, 
according to Pennsylvania State 
College. A temperature of 20 de- 
grees below zero, they report, is 
needed for freezing whole fruit. 


TOMORROW'S CANDIES wil! pack 
a mightly health wallop. Coming 
are dried fruit bars of the Army’s 
famous K rations but restyled, of 
course. One favorite GI mixture 
was a blend of ground, dried fruits 
sweetened with honey. The most 
unique of the wartime candies 
were the fruit tablets similar to 
old-fashioned mints made by com- 
pressing a mixture of powdered 
fruit with powdered corn syrup. 
New ingredients are being tested 
for candy: apple juice products, 
defatted peanut hearts, isolated 
peanut and soya proteins. These 
materials increase the sweet’s nu- 
tritive values, add unique flavors. 


MINUTE RICE, precooked to be 
prepared in a jiffy, is in test mar- 
kets. Cooking rules are easy: add 
contents of package to one and 
one-half cups salted boiling water, 
bring again to boil, remove from 
heat, cover pan and allow to stand 
in warm place 10 minutes. Result: 
tender, puffy kernels every time.

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Django Reinhardt is an elusive and eccentric jazz artist 


Gypsy Genius

The world’s hottest guitarist 
is coming to America — if he 
doesn’t meet some wandering 
“‘“cousins”’ in the meantime 


ANGO REINHARDT is a temperamental 

Gypsy whose deficiencies, which ‘in- 
clude illiteracy and two paralyzed fingers on 
his left hand, have not prevented him from 
becoming the most sophisticated hot-guitar 
player in the world. 

The blazing enthusiasm for his artistry, 
which rises from jazz amateurs on both 
sides of the Atlantic, is wholeheartedly 
shared by Reinhardt himself. He will not 
play for less than 50,000 francs — $1,000— 
a night, and since no one in Paris will meet 
his price he lives in poverty in a miserable 
Montmartre hotel. 

This is not to say that he is a stranger to 
folding money; from time to time it finds its 
way to him. But then he has a hard time 
holding on to it for more than two 
days. He is flagrantly open-handed with 
Gypsies, and an inveterate gambler. 

On one occasion, he returned from a 
North African tour with 500,000 francs, 
rushed to the Casino at Monte Carlo, lost 
every sou, and walked placidly home in a 
rainstorm to Cannes, about 40 miles away. 


Born In a Trailer 


Sucu turns of fortune or the weather leave 


‘him unruffled. He likes the open air, and 


his concession to the European habit of 
living in houses and hotels is a recent one. 

He was born in a roulotte — Gypsy trailer 
—-on a side road in a small Belgian town 
near the French border, and lived in it until 
a year or so ago. When the Quintette of tfie 


Hot Club of France made its triumphant\ 
tour of Europe’s capitals, its renowned 4 


guitarist traveled by Gypsy caravan. 


In fact, outside of music, his life can be 
summed up in three words: roulolie and 
roulette. 

Django is a Gypsy avant tout. His ambi- 
tion is to be King of the Romanichels, which 
is not too farfetched considering that nearly 
every Gypsy in France knows him and most 
of them claim to be his cousin. 

When he gives a concert or opens at a 
new night club, the precincts are always 
crowded hours in advance with scores of 
“‘cousins.’” Some swank clubs have threat- 
ened to fire him unless he shooed his monu- 
mental family away before the regular 
customers arrived. 


Respect, or Else 


In Any controversy involving Gypsies, 
whether a matter of principle or his pocket- 
book, Reinhardt always sides with his kin- 
folk and will stalk out if they are not shown — 
the amount of respect he feels they deserve. 

Another one of his tricks runs this way: 
A group of unsavory, hungry, ill-kempt 
characters enters one of Paris’ most dis- 
tinguished restaurants and sits down at a 
table. Then Django, with his guitar under 
his arm, appears at the door. 

He is an itinerant musician who desires 
to play for whatever the clientele cares to 
bestow. Such musicians being 4d [forde du 
jour in Paris, the request is always granted. 
Django settles down and begins to play 
magnificent tzigane music. After a few 
chords, the customers realize they are 
being serenaded by a genius, and when 
he passes the plate, the francs pour in. 

Then comes the coup de thédire that bowls 
over everyone from the boss to the bus boy. 
Taking off his hat, smoothing down his 
collar, and rubbing his hands im anticipa- 
tion, Reinhardt joins his Gypsy friends and 
orders the best of food and drink for them. 

At other times — if he’s not in the mood, 


or has been offended — it’s almost impos- 
sible to get him to play. A few years ago, 
the Quintette joined such jazz stars as 
Duke Ellington and Benny Goodman in 
an international radio swing program. 

In due time the American announcer said: 
“And now we take you to Paris, where you 
will hear Stephane Grappelly and his Quin- 
tette of the Hot Club of France.” Rein- 
hardt could not believe his ears; his name 
had not been mentioned. He got up, threw 
his guitar on a sofa and stalked out. 

The Quintette, suddenly reduced by 20 
per cent, struggled along while Charles 
Delaunay, secretary of the Hot Club, 
wheedied and cajoled the injured Django 
to return for the honor of French hot jazz. 

Red with anger, Reinhardt finally re- 
turned and added his outraged artistry 
to the concert. For days after he refused to 
talk to anyone and, even now, he looks with 
disfavor on all radio script writers. 

Djangpo’s first instruments were the violin 
and banjo. When the season brought the 
Gypsies to Paris, he used to 
play in the low Bal Musette 
dives in the Belleville section 
of town. At the age of 14 he 
made his first recordings as a 
banjoist in a corny, now- 
forgotten orchestra. 

He heard his first jazz, a 
Louis Armstrong recording, 
in the Flea Market at Orléans 
and was converted to it im- 
mediately. He had a flair for 
improvisations and an oddly- 
assorted list of musicians — 

Eddy Duchin, Frankie Trum- 
bauer, Ben Pollack and Eddie South, among 
them — helped to shape his style. 


A New Start 


Just as he was about to enter big-time 
jazz with the English bandleader, Jack 
Hylton, his roulotte caught fire while he 
was asleep and he was severely burned. He 
spent the next 18 months in a hospital, 
emerging finally with two fingers of his left 
hand — the hand that frets the guitar and 
fingers the chords — completely paralyzed. 

Django had to start all over again. He 
changed his whole system of fingering, 
eliminated certain chords, and compensated 
for this harmonic deficiency by developing 
a dizzy technique and creating new tone 
combinations. Today he has finally exercised 
the paralyzed fingers into a _ position 
enabling him to use the knuckles. 

With this damaged equipment and a 


head full of exciting musical ideas, he has ° 


fulfilled his early promise and can back 
most of the five-fingered virtuosi of the 
world right into the shadows. 

But he is still a Gypsy and a citizen of 
the world. He can’t explain either of his 
names. When the Nazis were in Paris, they 
cuddled up to him on the assumption that 
he was German. Django, who refused a 
Nazi offer to play in Berlin and Vienna at 
70,000 francs a night, is not German. 


Found: A Name 


He FIGURES, however, that an ancestor, 
like most Gypsies, found a change of name 
expedient while traversing Germany and 
came up with Reinhardt. “Django” is prob- 
ably nothing more than an euphonious 
sound that pleased Django’s mother. 

Django himself speaks the French version 
of the Gypsy language with his..250-pound 
Gypsy wife. This is a sprightly compound of 
almost all European languages, with Hun- 
garian predominating. 

He knows no English, however, and has 
great contempt for the writ- 
ten word, particularly busi- 
ness contracts, which he signs 
with a cross. 

He is equally contemptuous 
of playing dates. Scheduled 
to appear in Brussels, it is 
impossible to say whether he 
will turn up in Brussels, Co- 
penhagen or Barcelona. 

Knowing this weakness, a 
Geneva concert manager once 
engaged the Quintette with 
the proviso that no one would 
be paid unless all five showed 

up. The evening of the performance found 
Django in Lyon; he had met some Gypsy 
cousins and decided to tag along with them. 

M. Delaunay, whose accomplishments do 
not include playing the guitar, sat in with 
the Quintette, strumming silently to salvagé 
the fee of France’s hot five. 

Django will soon put his cross on the busi- 
ness end of a contract that will bring him to 
America for a stipulated number of con- 
certs. Somewhere along the line Django 
got the idea that all of America’s 300,000 
Gypsies will be at the pier to greet him 
and pay him homage. 

And it is this misapprehension that has 


‘weaned him from his roulotle and roulette. 


It is just possible, of course, that when 
the sailing date comes, Django will have 
run across another band of cousins and gone 
strumming into the Balkans. 

If he makes it here, though, you'll hear 
some very nice guitar.
